KAN under 
the namo of ROBERT KANE PROPUCTIONS, INCORPORATED, of which EAGLE-LION STUDIOS 
is purportedly а 50% owner. ROSELLI's salary is alleged to be 5150 a week, 
However, it is believed that this is not the trué figure anc that his salary 
is in much of excess of this amount. Informant further stated that his l 
mailing address is always given as the studio at 7324 Santa Monica Boulevard. 
This would possibly explain the fact why a mail cover which was placed for 
thirty days on the mail of JOHN ROSELLI at 631 South Catalina and 3900 Ingraham 
has not been productive to date and that the Post Office Department has advised 
it would be very difficult фо place à mail cover on the mail received by 
ROSELLI at the studio address in view of the large volume of mail received 
there, 


To date, physical surveillances have failed to develop that ROSELLI 

has made any contact with BEATRICE ANN FRANK aka ANN CORCORAN at 1336 Londonderry 
View. It will be noted that this is the individual who visited JOHN ROSELLI | 
at the penitentiary on two occasions and that at the time of his release and 

when ЗАЗ скс by Special Agents of the Los Angeles office, stated she was 

the йу of JOHN ROSELLI.
